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Claims 6-12 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim.

designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the 
English language. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Kawachi et al. 

Please see in particular the Figs. 10-13 embodiment, which shows plural 
tubes for first and second fluids disposed to provide perpendicular flow 
directions sandwiched in an interleaved fashion (Fig. 11). It also has inlet and 
outlet blocks for the two fluids. 

Claim 5 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent 
to applicant's disclosure. 

Tanabe and Haussmann are cited in regard to claim 5. The remaining 
references show various flat tube heat exchangers with interdigitated tubes 
providing for crossing flow.
